Holders of 81 Per Cent of 
Common Shares Favor Move; 
Total $1,071,904,500. 


By the Associated Press 
NEW YORK, April 18.—Stock- 


holders of the United States Steel 
Corporation today ratified an in- 
crease in common _ stock from 
508,302,500 to $711,623,500 to pro- 
vide for the 40 per cent stock divi- 
dend, thereby increasing the total 
capitalization to $1,071,904,500, in- 
cluding $360,281,000 preferred 
stock. 

The management of the corpora- 
tion presented proxies for 2,682,- 
255 shares of preferred and 4,047,- 
883 shares of common stock, more 
than the two-tHirds majority of 
each class required under the laws 
of New Jersey to change the char- 
ter and capital. The number of 
shares voted represented 74.6 per 
cent of the preferred stock out- 
standing, and 81.4 per cent of the. 
common, 

The name of President Coolidge 
appears in the list of stockholders 
of the corporation,, credited with 
50 shares of common, the same as 
he held last year. George F. 
Baker holds 49,950 shares of com- 
mon, against 57,950 held last year, 
and 500 shares of preferred stock. 

George F. Baker Jr., was re- 
vealed as having increased his 
holdings from one share of com- 
mon in 4926 to 1001 shares today. 
M. C. Taylor was credited with 
40,001 shares of common, against 
10 shares last year. Elbert H. 
Gary’s holdings decrease from 1282 
shares to 1267 shares, and of pre- 
ferred stock from 1929 to 1895. 

The authorization of the 40 per 
cent stock dividend marks the first 
time the steel corporation has dis- 
tributed to stockholders additional 
shares of surplus earnings reinvest- 
ed in the property. The corpora- 
tion now is one of two corporations 
in the world having capital stock 
in billion-dollar figures, the other 
being the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. 

No intimation of dividend policy 
affecting the new issue has been 
made, but it is widely believed in 
Wall street that the $7 rate estab- 


lished in 1926 on the then existing | 


common stock will be justified by 
the corporation’s financial condi- 
tion and earnings. 

Directors Re-elected. 

Earnings on the common stock in 
1926 amounted to $17.99 a share 
of stock as against $12.86 in 1925. 
Directors of the corporation were 
re-elected. 

Darwin P. Kingsley, president of 
the New York Life Insurance Co., 
who was called upon by Chairman 
Gary to address the stockholders, 
said that if the laws of New York

The body of Michael McManus, 
47 years old, with 10. bullet 
wounds from a large caliber pistol, 
was found in Laurel Hill Ceme- 
tery, Ferguson avenue and St. 
Charles rock road, St. Louis Coun- 
ty, at 7 a. m,. today by a cemetery 
workman. 

It was identified at Kirkwood 
morgue by Deputy Sheriffs who 
arrested McManus on Feb. 8 as a 
suspect in the dynamiting of a 
Pine Lawn drug store. The ex- 
plosion was thought to be the re- 
sult of a bootleggers’ war and 
McManus, who lived in Wellston, 
was questioned with other alleged 
bootleggers. 

The body was found about 200 
yards from the Ferguson ° avenue 
fence of the cemetery. There 
were tire marks in the cemetery 
roadway, where an automobile ha@ 
turned around. Bullet holes inthe 
ground indicated McManus either 
had been killed on the spot. or 
that the slayers fired at the body 
after throwing it on the ground. 

Lying in Shirt Sleeves. 

McManus was in his shirt sleeves 


and was lying ov his back with his 


coat, vest and shoes in a pile at 
his feet. There were bullet wounds 
in the legs, arms, chest, abdomen 
and neck, and two bruises on the 
might have 
been in a fight. Coroner Bopp ex- 
tracted three .45-caliber bullets. 

The only articles in his pockets 
were two keys, a claim check for 
a suit left at a downtown store, and 
a passbook of the State Bank of 
Wellston. In the passbook was in- 
scribed the address, ‘5201 Wells- 
mar avenue,” which does not exist, 
and at the bank it was stated Mc- 
Manus had given his address as 
6558 Derby avenue, Wellston, a va- 
cant lot. 

Hie opened the account on Dec. 
15, 1925, and*on May 13, 1926, de- 
posited $1000. Thereafter the bal- 
ance was reduced by withdrawals 
at intervals until last Friday, when 
the last $50 was withdrawn. 

Released After Questioning. 

The Pine Lawn explosion  oc- 
curred the night of Feb. 7, causing 
$15,000 damage to the drug store 
of Thomas J. O'Donnell and ad- 
joining buildings. McManus’ was 
arrested in Pine Lawn, questioned, 
and then turned over to St. Louis 
police as a general robbery suspect. 
Subsequently he was released. 

Laurel Hill Cemetery is a new 
one built on the former site of 
Maxwelton Park, rendezvous of 
Egan gangsters in the days when 
“Dinty’’ Colbeck, leader of the 
gang, operated Maxwelton Inn 
there. When the wract was sold 
Colbeck opened a new Maxwelton 
Inn on Olive Street road, where he 
continued until he and nine of,his 
henchmen were sent to the Fedéral 
penitentiary for mail robbery.

The man who made the plates 
from which $600,000 in counter- 
feit currency was printed, to be cir- 
culated throughout the country by 
several groups of passers, including 
the Shelton-Birger gangsters who 
used the spurious money to uy 
bootleg liquor, is under arrest here 
today. He has made a confession 
and will plead guilty in court. 

He is John H. Meyes, 35 years 
old, a World War veteran whose 


education in photo-engraving was! 
received under Government aus-. 
pices at a veterans’ vocational | 
training school at Effingham, 11. | 
He had been sought since last May. | 
He was smooth shaven and weighed 
170 pounds then. Now he weighs 
230, and has a mustache. 

A tip that Mayes’ counterfeiting 
equipment could be found in the 
subcellar of a house at 5109 Dag- 
gett avenue caused Stephen A. Con- 
nell, in charge of the St. Louis Se- 
cret Service Bureau, to send Au- 
gust. Smugai and C€ Cooley there Sat- 
urday afternoon. They found an 
abandoned whisky vat, but noth- 


ing else, and did not arrest six|t 


adults and children who were liv- 
ig upstairs. 
Arrested in Murphysboro. 

A. watch was kept on the house, 
and early Sunday agents obtained 
information that Mayes, who had 
lived in South St. Louis until three 
weeks ago, had. moved to Mur- 
physboro, Ill. The agents went to 
Murphysboro, and_ yesterday eve- 
ning raided a cottag: Mhere, finding 
Mayes with his wife and three chil- 
dren, 

The raiders confiscated in the 
house a complete counterfeiting 
outfit, including a small hand 
press, a camera, assorted inks and 
papers, films, copper plates for 
three different $20 bills, two $5 
bills and one $50 bill and a small 
quantity of the counterfeit bills. 
All the counterfeits were clever 
imitations of the original, the $50 
bill being best of all. 

“It’s just as good as they turn 
out in the Government  work- 
shops,’’ Mayes boasted. 

The agents loaded the evidence 


into Mayes’ Ford car and compelled 
him to drive them to St. Louis, ar- 
riving here at 3:30 a. m. today. 
Mayes wept as he made a confes- 
sion at the Federal Building. 

Says He Didn’t Make Much. 

He said he had made little 
money in his criminal career. Orig- 
inally he made only the plates, 
selling them for a few hundred 
dollars to counterfeiters in St. 
Louis, Terre Haute and other cities. 
Later he eliminated the middle 
man by doing his own printing. 

He got started in 1925. In Octo- 
ber of that year, a package con- 
taining five zinc plates was thrown 
from an automobile on the Gravois 
avenue bridge over the River des 
Peres. St. Louis agents began an 
investigation which led,‘in the fol- 
lowing May, to the seizure of $220,- 
000 in counterfeit $20 Federal Re- 
serve notes and a set of similar 
plates, at Universal, Ind., near 
Terre Haute. Five men, including 
Cal Morgan, their leader, were ar- 
rested and are serving terms in 
Leavenworth prison. They said 
that Mayes had made their plates. 
He was indicted, the indictment be- 
ing suppressed until riow. 

7 Taken in St. Louis Raids. 

Last January, in a series of 
raids in St. Louis, plates from 


which $290,000 in counterfiet Fed- 
eral Reserve $20 notes had been 
printed, were seized. The printer, 
Frank Blocker, Negro proprietor of 
the Great Western Printing Co., 7 
North Twenty-third street, and 
seven alleged associates were ar- 
rested and face trial. About $50,- 
000 of the counterfeits have been 
recovered, including $30,000 that 
had been buried in the woods at 
Jefferson Barracks. 

In the same month associates of 
the Shelton adn Birger gangs 
were arrested in St. Louis, Detroit 
and Southern [Illinois towns for 
passing counterfeits. Detroit boot- 
leggers complained they had ac- 
cepted more than $15,000 in coun- 
terfeit $20 notes in selling liquor. 


Mayes had used an alias “George 
Gregory,” while a fugitive. When 
agents raided his|' home at Ashley, 
Tll., last May, he had departed. His 
wife showed the agents a letter he 
had written from Texas, in which 
he said he was “gone forever”’-— 
to Mexico. The letter was only a 
ruse, however, as Mayes soon dou-

REMEMBERS AFTER 12 YEARS 


PARIS, April 18.—F rightened 
out, of his wits by the sight of 
German cavalry, 13-year-old Ga- 
briel Henri Raymon disappeared 
from Mericourt, Northern France, 
in August, 1914. Now, at 25, he 
has recoveerd his memory and is 
on his way home. 

When the invaders swept into 
Mericourt the boy fled. with other 
refugees, leaving his mother and 
her two other children behind in 
the German lines. His memory 
gone, the boy was sent to England 
by steamer from Calais, but the 
ship hit a mine.

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TWO MOTORISTS HANG

One at Roadside, Other in Cell

The other man was William 
Curran, 20. of Livingston, N. J., 
who, with his brother, Joseph, 24, 
was locked up in South Orange 
charged with driving while intoxi- 
cated following a trivial collision 
in which no one was hurt. Curran 
hanged himself in his cell at the 
police station. 


THREE ELEPHANTS TRAMPLE 
WOMAN TO DEATH IN STREET 


Escape From Trainer in Newark 
(N. J.) Theater Lobby and Kill 
Pedestrian Before Recapture.

NEWARK, N. J., April 18.--An 
unidentified woman about 50 years 
old was trampled to death today 
when three elephants: appearing in 
an act at Proctor’s Theater in Mar- 
ket street, broke away from their 
trainer.

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DESIRE OF IRISH 
IS FOR SELF RULE, 
SAYS DE VALERA 


Addresses St. Louis Branch 
of Association for Recog- 
nition of Republic, at 
Sheldon Memorial. 


An oppressed people, purses bled 
and spirits galled by subjection to 
& race to whom every Irishman be- 
lieves himself superior, was pic- 
tured by Eamon de Valera, cham- 
Pion of Irish freedom, in an ad- 
dress last night at Sheldon Memo- 
rial, under auspices of the Ameri- 
can Association for Recognition of 
the Irish Republic. 

A united Ireland, ‘“‘neither a bul- 
lock-farm for England nor a tour- 
ist-farm for foreigners,” with ‘‘on 
Irish soil as many Irish families as 
can live there comfortab#,” “‘the 
Irish nation for the Irish people 
and the right, without interference 
from outside, to govern ourselves 
as we think best, with Ireland the 
only factor considered’’—these he 
sketched as what the Irish people 
want. 

Objects to Term “Extremists.” 

“We are not extremists,” he pro- 
tested. ‘I think the proper title 
for Irish Republicans is_ “The 
Moderates.” The real extremists are 
those who are not satisfied with 
being free fo govern themselves, 
but want to govern other coun- 
tries as well, to keep India as a 
subject nation, to go into and ex- 
ploit China. The British imperial- 
ist is the true éxtremist.”

ernment,’ De Valera sald. 

“We would realize that we are 
not an imperial power; that -we 
would not have the tribute of In- 
dia coming to us, and we would 
economize in goverm=cnt.” 

Calls Englishmen Foreigners. 

He referred to Englishmen as 
“foreigners.”” His manner was not 
that of the agitator, but of the stu- 
dent. He dealt far less in local 
color than the “professional Irish- 
man” common in this country, 
along with the professional kilt- 
wearer, southern or New England- 
er. But he kept up the tradition 
of Irish wit. A steady current of 
irony ran through his address, and 
he did not label his jokes. 

On the other hand, his audience 
Was as ready to applaud a quiet 
flash of humor as a quiet thrust at 
England, and it had many of both 
to applaud. It was not as large an 
audience as the one which filled 
arena and balcony of the Coliseum 
nearly eight years ago, when he 
spoke here, though it filled the 
Memorial. Young faces were rare. 
Probably most of them whose eyes 
never wavered from de Valera’s 
gaunt, scholarly face carried their 
own memories of the Isle. 

Says Ireland Doesn't Prosper. 

“Do not believe that Ireland 
prospers,”’ he said. “When a dis- 
tinguished visitor returns and tells 
you that, it is obvious that he has 
been the guest, of the gentleman 
who gets $50,000 a year, or one of 
the two Prime Ministers who to- 
gether make more than the Prime 
Minister of England.” 

He had described Ireland as 
overrun with overpaid “represen- 
tatives of a foreign Power” and 
bled to pay them, spending propor- 
tionately more for ‘“‘an armed force 
to deny Irish freedom” than En- 
gland spent for defense; support- 
“absurdly large 
because of inevitable disrespect for 
an imposed constitution,’ and pay- 
ing England in taxes “a far great- 
er part of Irish revenue than, in 
proportion, England is paying the 
United States for its war debt.” 

“You know how England has 
called you ungenerous for trying 
to collect any part of that war 
debt,”” he remarked. “Even then 
England is only passing on to you 
what it takes from Germany. 
We've no one to take it from to 
pay England.*Such taxation would 
impoverish any people. 

Large Armed Force Inexcusable. 

“There is no excuse for such an 
army in Ireland. There are no 
trade routes in Ireland for it to 
protect. No other Power but En- 
gland has tried to interfere with 
Irish liberty for 700 years. Is the 
army there to defend Ireland 
against that Power? It would 
have to get its ammunition from 
England. The English are gener- 
ous in giving guns to Irishmen to 
shoot each other down with, but 
do you think they would give them 
to be used against Englishmen? 

Contrary to the St. Patrick’s Day 
optimism of President Cosgrave of 
the Free State De Valera cited that 
Irish imports and exports had de- 
creased to a fourth of what they 
were when he was in St. Louis in 
1919, with a trade balance increas- 
ingly “‘in the red; bank deposits 
had fallen off $200,000,000,000 and 
280,000 persons had fled from Irish 
poverty. He quoted the diagnosis 
of Ireland by a famous English- 
man, John Stuart Mill. ‘““‘Whenever 
you see the people of a country 
leaving it en masse because the 
Government of that country does 
not allow them means to live, by 
that fact alone the Government is 
condemned.” 

Describes the Fianni Fail. 

He outlined the purpose of his 
recently formed Fianni Fail, at the 
May election of the Free Btate to 
elect a majority of representatives 
who would refuse to take the oath 
of allegiance to the English crown, 
remarking.
